except habit and expediency, and these 
are weak reeds on which to lean. 

“2. Religion cannot be taught merely 
as ‘another subject.’ To be effective, re- 
ligion must permeate education in 
every subject; the school itself must be 
religious. 

“3. There are many religions in 
America, no one of which has a right 
to monopolize the schools or to appro- 
priate all the funds provided by taxa- 
tion for the schools. But in our present 
public school system, which has a pro- 
fessed desire to be fair to all faiths and 
to teach the pecuttar tenets and prac- 
tices of none, all religions except one 
are in practice negated, and to that one 
religion is given monopoly care. The 
religion of the public schools is a non- 
theistic and merely patriotic Secular- 
ism. The public schools, without its be- 
ing generally perceived by those who 
direct the schools, have become, be- 
cause of this monopoly advocacy, the 
most dangerous opponents of religious 
liberty visible on the American horizon. 


“4. Because of all this, if we desire 
the preservation of real religious lib- 
erty in the schools, each major variety 
of religion in America (including of 
course Secularism and Atheism) must 
not only have the right but be encour- 
aged to conduct its own schools and to 


‘run them at public expense. Such var- 


ious schools must be and can be unified 
by rigorous public control in all mat- 
ters except religious teaching. If we are 
not willing to have something like this 
multiple system, and certainly for the 
moment the American people is not, 
then let us stop talking about a com- 
petent religious education in this coun- 
try and rest content to go on producing 
a secularist nation with a merely ex- 
pediential morality. 

“I cannot see any flaw in this reason- 
ing. If there is any, I should be obliged 
to have someone point it out to me. It 
will not do merely to protest against 
the remedy which I have advocated un- 
less the objectors offer something con- 
structive in its stead, which in fact no 


one has done. At any rate, the godless- 


ness of our schools—not their anti- 
godness but just their godlessness—is 
the chief problem to be considered in 
respect to those schools. The difficulty 
is real, vital, basic. It cannot properly 
be @scaped: but it is being evaded by 
school people generally. As long as it 
is dodged, the contribution of American 
education to the production of moral 
character and citizenship will be, to say 
the least, somewhat limited.” 


It was not long ago that Dr. Charles 
Clayton Morrison, when editor of The 
Christian Century, spoke more vehe- 
mently than any others whom we have 
quoted against the exclusion of religion 
from the public school curriculum. He 
had said, in effect, that if Protestant 
children attending the public schools 
could not receive religious instruction 
under.the law, Protestants should imi- 
tate Catholics and conduct schools of 
their own. 


But despite all the efforts of organ- 
ized anti-Catholicism Dr. Erwin L. 
Shaver, Director of “Weekday Religious 
Education” for the National Council of 
Churches, speaking in Cincinnati before 
the Council's Division of Christian Ed- 
ucation, called attention to the increas- 
ing interest in Weekday Religious In- 
struction as a result of last year’s Uni- 
ted States Supreme Court decision up- 


holding the constitutionality of the re- 
leased time program. He observed that 
2,500,000 public school pupils are now 
receiving such instruction. This shows 
that Protestants want it as well as 
Catholics, because according to his fig- 
ures nearly as many Protestant children 
are receiving such instructions as there 
are Catholic children in parochial 
schools. In fact the nation wants if. as 
was disclosed by a survey taken some 
years ago by Collher's 


There is one reason only for which 
there would be justification for oppos- 
ing the parochial school, and that is “if 
it were considerably less efficient than 
the public school.” But the fact is that, 
grade for grade, the parochial school is 
just as efficient if not more efficient 
Very recently in the “Every Pupil 
Test.“ distributed by the State Board 
of Education of Ohio, in which Catholic 
parochial school children of the Arch- 
diocese of Cincinnati participated, the 
parochial schools proved to be more 
efficient. The tests are for children in 
Grades three to eight in English, Arith- 
metic and Spelling. and in Grades two 
to eight in Reading. In the first three 
subjects the children of parochial 
schools had an average of eight points 
above the state median in Arithmetic, 
and seven points above the state median 
in seventh and eighth grade English.

which are nevertheless not to be 
found in the Bible.

Medical Association Head Asks

New York—(NC)—Dr. Edward 
J. McCormick, President of the 
American Medical Association. 
called for the ouster of “the small 
number of greedy and godless 
physicians who flagrantly violate 
the traditions of the medical pro- 
fession,” in his imaugural address 
here. 


The prominent Catholic profes 
sional man im a later commence- 
ment address at Xavier University 
in Cincinnati, promised to do “all 
in my power to eliminate from the 
ranks of American medicine the 
small percentage who bring dis 
grace upon an honorable profes 
sion.” 

Dr. McCormick had flown from 
the New York AMA convention to 
Cincianati fer the commencement 
ceremonies at which he was award 
ed an honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree 

He told graduates their job was 
to combat moral decay, “a rather 
serious disease which, like an 


epidemic, has spread from nation | 


to nation.” 

“We now know beyond al! ques 
tion of doubt that materiaissts. 
atheists and communists have in 
filtrated our umiversities and 
schools, our labor unions, our pro- 


fessions and the sacred halls of | 


our own government.” he said 
calling upon professional men and 
publie servants to readily submit 
to loyalty oaths 

“How can a God-fearing Ameri- 
can object to the loyalty oath?”
